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LEGISLATIVE SESSIONS 


Alaska The 1960 Alaska legislature ad- 
journed March after approving state 
spending program $46.5 million for: the 
fiscal year beginning July includes 
direct appropriations from the general fund 
slightly more than $35 million and expendi- 
ture $7.8 million the transitional funds 
deeded the state the federal government. 
Comparison with earlier territorial budgets 
the first state budget passed last year 
difficult, primarily because new fiscal 
procedures adopted this year. One the 
major changes was end earmarking highway 
and aviation fuel taxes for special purposes 
and direct these revenues into the general 

help balance spending the state will 
draw about million from the expected gener- 
fund surplus the end the current 
fiscal year. The highway motor fuel tax 
was raised from cents gallon 
bring estimated $950,000, and the tax 
fuel for boats was raised from 
cents gallon produce $98,000. 

The legislature approved for submission 
the voters November, six general obli- 
gation bond programs totaling $39.5 million, 
the proposal signed Governor William 
Egan and approved the voters, the bond 
issues will for construction gym- 
the University Alaska, state 
office buildings Anchorage and Fairbanks, 
vocational education school north the 
Yukon, state ferry system and other capital 
improvements, 

The rate payments employers and 
employees into the unemployment insurance 
fund was revised and the wage ceiling 
which jobless benefit taxes are levied was 
raised from $4,200 $7,200 year, retro- 
active January this year. From that 
date until October employers will taxed 
rate 2.9 per cent instead the old 
rate 2.7 per cent; employees will pay 
per cent instead the previous per cent.

Beginning October variable tax rate 
will apply, ranging from 1.5 per cent 
for employers and from per cent 
for employees. The higher rates will 
charged against industries and workers causing 
the largest drain from the jobless fund, 
now million debt the federal govern- 
The new tax rates are expected 
provide surplus $220,000 year for 
the fund, which has been running $1.4 million 
the red annually. 

measures affecting state government 
organization, planning division was estab- 
lished the Governor's office, soil 
conservation board the Department 
Agriculture, and power development section 
the Department Commerce. Part the 
state's economic development program was 
transferred private firm. Merit and 
retirement systems were set for state 
employees, and travel pay for members 
state boards and commissions was raised 
from $20 $25 day, and for other state 
officials from $15 $20 per day. The 
Legislative Council was authorized the 
state agency for interstate cooperation, 
and Alaska was authorized participate 
the Interstate Juvenile Compact. 

The legislature established uniform 
extradition procedures, provided for out- 
of-state incarceration probation and 
parole violators and instituted parole 
New measures governing detention 
prisoners include permission for honor 
prisoners make week-long trips home every 
six months. Passed over the Governor's veto 
was bill legalizing certain non-profit 
gambling activities including lotteries 
the break-up ice the Nenana and Chena 
Rivers. 


Kansas The 1960 budget session the 
Kansas legislature convened January and 
adjourned February 10. The legislature au- 
thorized increased expenditures $1.5 mil- 
lion for fiscal 1960 bringing total ad- 
justed expenditures for 1960 $330.9 mil- 
lion. Available balances the general 
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revenue and sales tax funds the close 
fiscal 1960 are estimated $26 million. 
The legislature appropriated $345.5 million 
for fiscal 1961 $7.3 million over the 
Governor's budget request. 

More than half the legislature's 
increase for fiscal represented addi- 
tional State School Emergency Fund payments 
$3.9 million. Other appropriations in- 
clude total $101.5 million for education 
and research, $59.7 million for welfare, 
$5.6 million for public safety, $26.8 million 
for health and hospitals, and $112.2 million 
for highways and other transportation, 

Hunting and fishing license fees were 
raised from for The non- 
resident hunting license was set $15 and 
the nonresident fishing license $5. 
anticipated that these measures will yield 

The legislature approved constitutional 
November, increasing legislators' pay from 
$15 per day and expense allowances from 
$15 per day. 


New York The New York legislature convened 
January and adjourned April During 
the session 8,622 bills were introduced and 
1,389 passed, Although the Governor vetoed 
300 bills, the 1,089 which became law repre- 
sent record number new laws. 

Regular and supplemental budgets ap- 
proved for the next fiscal year totaled 
nearly $2.1 billion. The legislature author- 
ized transfer some $52 million surplus 
funds the capital construction fund. The 
income tax credit for heads households 
was increased from $10 $25. Some re- 
ductions were made taxes unincorporated 
businesses. The legislature implemented 
recently approved constitutional amendment

Another 
act authorized the Office Atomic Energy 
cooperate with the United States Atomic 
Energy Commission the regulation radi- 
ation sources. authority this 
field was assigned the State Health Depart- 


Vermont The 1959 session the Vermont 
which adjourned June 1959, 
reconvened January 12, 1960, and adjourned 
finally February 

Major measures approved the recon- 
vened session dealt with organization the 
executive branch the government. The 
legislature established Department Admin- 
istration with divisions budget and manage- 
ment, finance, personnel, public buildings, 
public records and purchasing. general 
reorganization act provides for organization 
the executive branch into the offices 
headed constitutionally elected officials 
and twenty administrative departments, estab- 
lished the act. addition renaming 
Some existing agencies and, certain in- 
stances, reassigning powers and duties, the 
new law attaches group interstate agen- 
cies the Governor's office. also 
creates the Office the Secretary 
State division registration, licensing 
and secretarial services, which all li- 
censing boards are attached. 

The personnel law was revised pro- 
vide for Personnel Board and Board 
Personnel Appeals part the new Per- 
Division the Department Adminis- 
tration, 

supplemental appropriation act pro- 
additional funds for some 
purchase and use tax per cent was 
imposed all motor vehicles, with the maxi- 
mum tax any purchase set $150. The 
Governor was authorized limit expenditures 


any agency whenever the purpose for which 
its appropriation was made can achieved 
with smaller amounts. 

The legislature authorized the Public 
Service Commission act for the state 
negotiations for the purchase electric 
power from the Niagara River project. 


California Special Session special ses- 
Sion the California legislature adjourned 
April highlighted passage master 
plan for higher education and smog con- 
trol 

The education plan provides for Board 
Trustees administer the state colleges, 
much the Board Regents administers the 
University California its various cam- 
puses, and for state Coordinating Council 
Higher Education act advisory 
body institutions higher learning and 
appropriate state officials.

the smog control program, the legis- 
lature created Motor Vehicle Pollution 
Control Board within the Department Health 
but directly responsible the Governor. The 
agency empowered establish criteria 
for automobile exhaust devices prevent 
discharge air pollutants and approve 
such devices for sale the public. Within 
year after two more such devices are 
certified the board, they will become 
mandatory equipment all new cars regis- 
tered California. Used cars will sub- 
ject regulation within three years all 
counties except those that rule they have 
smog problem. The counties that are excep- 
ted must make smog survey every two years 
prove that their situation has not

Higher scholarship allotments were 
approved for outstanding high school students 
attend state private colleges, and the 
number such scholarships will doubled 
over period years. 

The legislature appropriated almost 
quarter million dollars provide for 
additional narcotics agents and for newly 
established commission study the narcotics 
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problem, including need for new laws this 
field. 

other action cities were empowered 
close streets establish pedestrian 
malls downtown shopping 

The legislature approved for submission 
the voters June primary election 
proposed bond issues $300,000 for addi- 
tional state loans and grants local dis- 
tricts for school construction and $400,000 
continue the state program farm and 
home purchase loans war veterans. This 
action leaves $1,750 million bond issue 
for development and redistribution water 
resources the sole bond consideration 
before the voters the November gen- 
eral election. 


Illinois Special Session The Illinois 
Tegislature convened Special session May 
the call Governor William Stratton. 
Subjects considered include emergency 
appropriations funds for general assis- 
tance purposes; provision for nomination 
justices the peace and constables 
caucus voters instead primary 
election; and amendment the laws relating 
the establishment, operation, adminis- 
tration and maintenance police depart- 
ment under board police commissioners 
cities 500,000 more population 
(Chicago). Flood control appropriations 
and the establishment tuberculosis 
clinic Chicago were also among subjects 
considered.

STATE BOATING ACTS APPROVED 


total thirty states have received 
United States Coast Guard approval for boat- 
ing registration laws. 

The states are Alabama, Arizona, Arkan- 
sas, California, Colorado, Delaware, Florida, 
Illinois, Indiana, Kansas, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, Montana, 
Nebraska, New York, North Carolina, North 
Dakota, Ohio, Oklahoma, Oregon, Rhode Island, 
South Carolina, South Dakota, Texas, Utah, 
Vermont, West Virginia and Wisconsin. 

Presently exempt from numbering the 
Coast Guard until July are boats whose 
states principal use are Georgia, Kentucky, 
Louisiana, Maryland, Mississippi, Nevada, New 
Mexico and Virginia. anticipated that

Columbia the Coast Guard began April 
number pleasure boats powered motors 
more than ten horsepower. 

The Advisory Panel State Officials 
the Merchant Marine Council, United States 
Coast Guard, sponsored meeting Washing- 
ton, D.C., April 12, for state officials 
responsible for administering and enforcing 
state boating laws. Representatives the 
Coast Guard explained approximately 100 
delegates present from twenty-nine states 
the federal numbering, enforcement and acci- 
dent reporting and investigating programs, 
and the Coast Guard Auxiliary program, 
Speakers emphasized the desirability uni- 
formity standards and cooperation 
and coordination boating safety pro- 
grams.

the basis the state's 1959 assessed 
real estate value the upper limit bonded 
indebtedness $172,860,000. computing 
the state's present indebtedness $178.5 
million, the court included nearly $50 million 
highway revenue bonds. Prior the 
court's decision there had been question 
whether these territorial highway bonds, 
pledged against vehicle fuel revenues, had 
considered part the state's legal 
debt. Under territorial law these consti- 
tuted obligation the issuing agency. 

Commenting the court's decision, 
ernor William Quinn noted that the state's 
bonding power not crippled first 
appeared. pointed out that new assess- 
ments April will raise the ceiling 
estimated $80 million. addition, another 
$10 million will available through retire- 
ment present bonds. the capi- 
tal improvements program for 
1960-61 calls for cash financing from state 
surplus funds.

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HOSPITAL FARMS DISCONTINUED 


New York has discontinued the operation 
farms six mental hospitals and three 
other state institutions. The farms have been 
closed because they longer serve their 
original purposes means treatment, and 
for economy reasons. The state can purchase 
food for the institutions for less money than 
has cost operate the esti- 
mated that the farms had been operated 
during the current fiscal year the cost would 
have been $1.8 million, whereas food previous- 
supplied them can purchased for $1.1 
million. Sale livestock and equipment 
from the farms has brought the state more than 
$500,000. study now under way possi- 
ble uses the land involved, and ex- 
pected that least some the properties 
will sold for private uses. 


FILMS STATE GOVERNMENT 


The Department Educational Radio and 
Television the Oregon State System 
Higher Education has prepared series 
fifteen minute black and white sound films 
the services and operations state agen- 
cies. Many the films deal with recently 
adopted laws, giving information their 
background, administration and how they

The films were first shown series 
weekly telecasts the state's publicly 
owned television station. They are available

that the critical issue was whether closed 
union shop agreement proper objective 
labor union that does not represent any 
the employees directly The 
court noted that the law recognizes legi- 
timate interest union labor organizing 
workmen competing nonunion shops, in- 
Sure the benefits collective bargaining 
union shops. 

The majority decision concluded: "Just 
the union has reckon with the risk that 


might lose its struggle for organization, 
the nonunion employer risks loss em- 
ployment resisting organization. Such 
risks, grim they are, are the price 
lawful competition free enterprise

Court Administrators' Proposals Illinois 


Court Administrator Henry Chandler and 


Deputy Administrator John Fitzgerald 
have recommended that personal injury cases 
brought Illinois courts from other states 
deferred until local cases are 
Under existing delay conditions the courts, 
the proposal would mean that "outside" cases 
would not reached for many years, 
all. The measure would reduce the inter- 
state commerce damage suits, which regu- 
larly brings railroad accident and other 
injury litigation Chicago from distant 

Other recommendations would place all 
pretrial hearings under supervision 
Single judge. The hearings would held 
rented office free courtrooms for 
trial use. release additional judges, 
the administrators recommended consolida- 
tion chancery, tax, condemnation and 
statutory matters the Circuit and 
Superior Courts and consolidation the Cir- 
cuit Court divorce 


LEGISLATIVE SERVICES 


Legislative Council Studies The Alaska 
Legislative Council has been assigned 
teen projects complete before the next 
meeting the legislature, January, 
1961. Two the projects pertain framing 
specific measures for submission the legis- 
lature. These are revision the criminal 
code and bill deal with the problem 
the sale obscene printed matter ju- 
veniles. 

The council was requested complete 
present study state support for public 
schools and continue another proposed 
probate code. New studies were asked the 
desirability stepped-up vocational edu- 
cation program, borough government, the appli- 
cation overtime provisions the Alaska 
wage and hour act, changes the bounty 
system, and the advisability state- 
federal cooperative predator control program, 
Other study subjects include the desirability 
establishing semi-autonomous public 
works authority manage state capital im- 
provement programs; the advisability the 
state's acting its own insurer; legis- 
lative organization; and problems classi- 


fying cities the latter study made 
with the cooperation the Local Affairs 
Agency. 


Concerning legislative services, the 
council was directed make suggested 
revision the joint rules the legis- 
lature and prepare handbook state 
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government for use the legislature, 
legislative drafting manual, and direc- 
tory state officials.

Fringe Benefits The South Dakota Legis- 
Iative Council has published 
Fringe Benefits State Government Employ- 
ment. presents information practices 
and policies thirty states leaves, 
vacations, allowances, group insurance 
coverage, retirement programs and other 
fringe benefits. The report indicates that 
state employees receive differing fringe 
benefits according departments, according 
whether not the employee under the 
classified service and for other reasons. 
Data are presented primarily concerning de- 
partmental employees located the state 
capitol and state offices. Eleven state- 
by-state tables show provisions regarding 
legal holidays, sick leave, military leave, 
overtime pay, group life insurance, workmen's 
compensation, retirement systems and longevity 
pay. 


HAWAII CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS 


recent report, Capital Improvement 
Programs Hawaii, the Hawaii Legislative 
Reference Bureau, reviews legislative and 
executive responsibilities the plan- 
ning, authorization and construction 
capital improvements financed through special 
funds. 

The report summarizes the scope the 
capital improvements program, its financing, 
procedures for implementing the program and 
proposed system for improving its adminis- 
tration. points out that all capital 
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improvements pass through five stages 
policy formulation, long range planning, 
programming, project construction and 
formance evaluation. The report notes that
